It was recalled th at the previous 
drive toward Chinchow was halted 
suddenly November 27 with the Ja p ­ 
anese arm y half way down the Peip- 
ing-M ukden railway on its way to 
the walled city. At th at time it was 
said th a t the suppression of bandits 
had proceeded so rapidly th at con­ 
tinuation of the movement was u n ­ 
necessary.

ment 
issued 
by Japanese army 
I headquarters. 
"In case any party attempts to ob­ 
struct our action,’ 
the statem ent 
added, "we will absolutely have no 
hesitation in eliminating them, re­ 
gardless of to what faction they may 
belong." 
Regarded As Warning 
Although tile communique did not 
mention the Chinese army at Chin- 
ehow, it was interpreted as being a 
final warning to Marshal Chang 
Hsueh-llang’s forces to withdraw 
within the Great Wall, and as signi­ 
fying the beginning of a more inten­ 
sive drive into southwest Manchuria. 
Return To Feists 
Military 
reports 
revealed 
that, 
while the drive to the southwest is 
being continued, portions of the 
command to the north of Mukden, 
haying completed th**" anti-bandit 
missions, have started returning to 
their original stations along the 
south Manchuria railway. 
Wednesday 
night’s communique 
was silent regarding operations in 
the southwest, which were regarded 
a« a military secret, but it was un­ 
derstood the troops were progressing 
over snow-covered plains bound for 
Hie Uao river. 
The river I lad been frozen over lor 
some time and it was believed the 
troops would cross for the purpose 
of crushing guerrilla concentrations 
on the other side 
HR) Chinese Killed In Clash 
The headquarters’ statem ent re­ 
vealed that in 
fighting 
Tuesday 
morning ten miles south of Faku- 
men the Japanese losses were three 
dead and three wounded, while one 
hundred Chinese were killed. 
A Japanese armored train encoun­ 
tered 300 Chinese guerrillas twenty- 
five miles northwest of Antung and 
the guerrillas fled after a brief 
conflict leaving five dead and sev­ 
eral wounded. 
The headquarters’ announcement 
concerning "bandit suppression" in 
the district west of the Uao was 
couched in strong terms 
It de­ 
clared that in that district there 
were 100,000 troops. Including Chi­ 
nese 
regulars—which 
means 
the 
Chinchow army. 
Given Full Authority 
It was informally explained that 
the Japanese commander in this 
area has been given lull discretion 
about how far to pursue "undesir­ 
able forces" and that the Chinchow 
army need not be involved unless 
it interferes with anti-bandit op­ 
erations. 
It was made clear the Japanese 
would not hesitate to use their ut­ 
most force against tile Chinese reg­ 
ulars if the latter attempted to ald * 
or shield guerrillas. 


Easel. Dec. 26 (AP)—The Young 
plan advisory committee Wednes­ 
day night called for adjustment of 
all reparations and other war debts 
to the troubled state of the world’s 
finances and warned this must be 
done immediately "if new disasters 
are to be avoided.’’ 
This 
position, 
adopted 
unani­ 
mously by the eleven financial ex­ 
perts and economists on the com­ 
mittee. was set forth in the final re­ 
port completed after painstaking in­ 
quiry into the economic condition of 
Germany. 
The principal points in the report, 
as detailed in an official advance 
summary, were these: 
The 
statement 
that 
Germany 
"would be justified in declaring that, 
in spite of steps taken to maintain 
the stability of her currency, she 
will not be able in the year begin­ 
ning July I, 1932, to transfer the 
conditional part of the (reparations) 
annuity." 
Link War Debts 
Two references linking war debts 
and 
reparations. 
The 
.summary 
said: "The adjustment of all rep­ 
arations and other war debts to the 
troubled situation of the world— 
and this without delay if new dis­ 
asters are to be avoided—is tile only 
lasting step capable of re-establish­ 
ing confidence. 
It is the very con­ 
dition of economic stability.” 
No direct reference to uncon­ 
ditional reparations annuities, which 
the committee had no power to 
touch, but the statem ent that "the 
committee would not consider it had 
fully accomplished its task if it did 
not draw' the attention of the gov 
ernments 
to 
the 
unprecedented 
gravity of the crisis, the magnitude 
of which undoubtedly exceeds the 
•relatively 
short 
depression’ 
en 
visaged in the Young plan, to meet 
which the ‘measures of safeguard’ 
contained therein were designed.” 
Taxed To Limit 
The statement that Germany is 
taxed to the utmost, leading no 
margin for increase. 
The assertion that Germany is 
likely to recover from the business 
depression as are other nations, 
but “the German problem, which is 
largely responsible for the growing 
financial paralysis of the world, calls 
for concentrated action which the 
governments alone can take." 
The statem ent that the problem 
is 
world-wide 
and 
without ‘any 
previous peacetime parallel. 
The declaration that 
action is 
most urgently needed in a much 
wider field than Germany alone ” 
An appeal to the governments to 
permit no dday iii dealing with this 
"great crisis which weighs so heavily 
on all alike.’’ 
Stewart Comment* 
These points were set forth in a 
summary prepared by Walter W. 
Stewart, the American member of 
the committee, and Sir Walter Lay­ 
ton, the British delegate. They coin­ 
cided with the German extract made 
public earlier in the day.
